When the rush of immigration to Edmonton |

department thoroughly unpi ed to offer any | 
temporary accommodation to the imimugrants, 
such as is usv:land necessary, under the cir- | 
cumstances.

dations were sufficient for the requirements of 
the latter part of the season when the weather 
was fineand the rush was not great. It was 
well known even last season that the rush this 
spring would greatly exceed that of last year, | 
there Was no reason ‘to Sippose “hah oA vet 
not start as soon and there 
that spring would open any earlier than usual. 
Nothwithstanding all this no move was made 
in proper time to provide the accommodation that 
every one knew would be urgently needed. 
Indeed less than nothing was done, for while 
the shed has not been interfered with the tents 
that were much more useful than the shed have 
been taken away. The town of Edmonton has 
gone out of the immigration business. The 
spring is more backward than last year and we 
have nearly atraina day of immigrants and 
effects coming in, without a finger being lifted 
by the immigration department to provide them 
with temporary accommodation. The residents 
of South Edmonton have at their own expense 
put up alittle building which gives more ac- 
commodation than the government building, 
but this is not enough. The result of this 
lack of accommodation is not beneficial to the 
immigrants or to the interests of immigration, 
and should be remedied promptly. Expensive 
buildings are not needed or wanted. A supply 
of common ‘‘A” tents with a sheet iron stove 
for each on hand during the coming week, 
would be better than a $40,000 building erected 
next fall. If cotton tents cannot be procured 
lumber shanties could be put up in large num- 
ders at a nominal cost, and would answer im- 
mediate requirements better than nothing. 
This energetic immigration department and 
phenominally pushing new minister of interior 
of ours should get a move on them for once and | 
meet the emergency that has arisen in prompt | 
practical fashion.

including 17 cars of settlers effects, is not a bad rezord for 
the terminal station only ofa branch road that was not 
expected to find use for two trains a week. And be it re- 
membered this isnot due to any blockade on the road for 
no part of it has been biocked.
